War Organizations 
Hold One-Day Con­ 
vention Here. 


Won’t Leave Modest Home to Return to Castle 


Their annual 
one-day 
convention 
com pleted, veterans of the 188th P enn­ 
sylvania Infantry and the 3rd Penn­ 
sylvania heavy artillery left for their 
hom es this m orning. 
T hirty-nine years ago the veterans 
of these tw o organizations, who par­ 
ticipated in som e o f the m ajor en ­ 
gagem ents of the Civil 
W ar, with 
the exception of G ettysburg, held their 
first reunion at 
Sunbury 
and 
the 
fortieth, probably the last, will be 
held at the sam e place. 
T hirty-nine years ago, '130 veterans 
attended the first reunion. 
Since then 
the Blue ranks have dwindled until 
there w ere hut fifteen who answered 
roll call when the sessions of the two 
organizations opened at the Corporal 
Shelly post room, F ast Middle street, 
Thursday, 
E le c t O fficer* 
Flection of officers and a cam p fire 
occupied the afternoon and evening 
sessions. 
Isaac Sheetz, of Reading, 
was elected president of the joint or­ 
ganization, succeeding John A. Blake. 
of Altoona.

o f glorified rem iniscence for the Boys 
in Blue. 
Speeches, m usic, sin gin g and per­ 
sonal rem iniscences o f a num ber of 
the veterans attending the convention 
furnished entertainm ent for the even­ 
ing 
MMM) Enlisted 
A pproxim ately 4,000 men w ere en ­ 
listed iii the tw o organizations dur­ 
ing the war. 
They were recruited 
from many sta tes arid the survivors 
are scattered throughout 
the 
coun­ 
try, som e as far w est as S eattle and 
as far south as the ( ’anal Zone. W hile 
the call w ent out for all survivors 
to attend, only fifteen responded to 
the call. 
One battery. B attery ll, of the ar­ 
tillery regim ent, took part in the B at­ 
tle of G ettysburg, hut none of the 
survivors of that outfit attend***! the 
reunion, which w as voted one of the 
hest held in the thirty-nine years. It 
w as tho expressed opinion of a num ­ 
ber of the veterans who attended the 
reunion here that next year's event 
would he the last for the tw o or­ 
ganizations because o f the advanced 
years of the majority of the veterans. 
The average uge of the fifteen vet- j 
erans in attendance at the convention 
here was 74 years.
